The December Criminal Ses- 
sions commenced this morning. 
His Honour Mr. Justice J. R 
Wood presided. 


RETURNED BANISHEES: 


Lam Tai was indicted for a 
breach of a deportation omer, in- 
asmuch as he retorned to the 
Colony on the ith November 
Yast after having been banished 
for life. : : 

His Lordship (to the prisoner): 
You have pleaded guilty to the 
indictment of returning to the 
Colody after having been banish- 
ed for life Ihave soen your re- 
cord and I have found that you 
were convicted of theft in 
1905, and that after that, in 1907, 
you had an order of deportation 
issued against you. Oa November 
14. 1920 sou had returned to the 
Colony. You had already been 
sentanced six times for the offence 
of returning from banishment. 
The sentence of the Court is that 
you will be imprisaned for three 
Fears with hard laboar. 


Shau Ie Kwong was also sen- 
tanced to three year’s hard labour 
for returning to the Colony on 
the 8th ulnmo, contrary to a 
deportation order issued against 
bio. He waa deported in 1909 for 
five years and returned twice to 
the Colony. . 


Chan Fook was also sentenced 
to three years” hard Isbour for 
returning from banishment He 
was arrested on the Sth in- 
stant near the Taikoo Sugar 
Refinery. He’ was = sent 
here from Singspore in 1906 
and a deportation order was issued 
against him in Singspare banish- 
ing bim for life. In 1916 a de- 
portation order was issued against 
bim and he was banished for life 
to Canton. Laterin the year he 
tetumed and was banished and 
was corrected twice for return- 
ing tothe Colony. In 1918 ha 
was sentenced tatwo years’ hard 
labour ic this Court.

@ of the houses in the Chen 
Leung village. was, through tha 
carelassness of the wife of a 
labourer who occupied the shed 
with his chittren, set on fire.

In aquarter of an hour's tima the 
whole bouse was burnt down, but 
the neighbooging houses, by the 
lavish application of water, were 
saved. The loss tothe Hop Kee 
firm as result of the destruction 


of their goods amounted to $9,000. }.

Tha Government, if. it were so 
desirous, could no longer profess ‘that it. was obliged ta select 
candidates from & limited caste on. account of no others being 
qualified, for hero we should. have a body of students schooled in 
every department of diplomacy, including its technique, toan extent 
that was not geseral among the old type, The morement after its 
experimental stage, which would s:rve to show tho best lines 
of. procedure, might well be extended to other seats of 
Yearning, incladingyy the older Universities, more so than 
ever now that ford and Cambridge tave broadensd- 
their base. Nor need tha movement stop there, for 
itis one which might well spread to the Universities not only at 
Home, but all over tha Empire. France has bad such an institution 

or half a century; and one would look to see the study of foreign 
affairs gradually introduced into eyery civilised country in the 
universe. : 

But while the new Faculty would bavea special application to 
those concerned with the subject professionally, such as candidates 
for the diplomatic service and journalists, particolariy foreign 
correspondents—-who have bean spty termed “the uocfficial 
Ambassadors "—it is after all from the body of students generally — 
that is, from the public—that the most fruitful results may be looked 
for, To cultivate the intelligent and sympathetic study of other 
races is the surest way of promoting and preserving friendiy ro- 
lations. ‘The branches of the subject..indicated above have a 
technical sound, and mochin the manifold relations between one 
modern State and another partakea of a technical character; but 
this ig only one side. Still more important is an understanding of 
the psychology of foreign relations, the moral forces in nationality, 
and the movement towards international institutions, In short, the 
purpose ig, while preserving patriotism, to produco citizens of . the 
world, ; .

Cables. 

Recently there has been very 
little talk about cable delays, at 
Jeast so far as this Colony and 

Far East in general is con- 
csrned. We were not in quite 
the same happy position a few 
months age, when it was 6 
ecmmon experience to receive 
Press end commercial messages 
nearly a week old from London 
and when the question was ‘often 
taised in the Housz of Commons. 
Among Saturday's cables was 
one telling of the annual meeting 
°. the Eastern Extension 
Telegraph Company, at which 
Sir. ~Denison Pender detailed 
some of ‘the improvements that 
the Company has effected during 
the past year and also ontlined 
some of the heavy work 
that is to be undertaken during 
the coming twelve months. He 
indicated that the commercial 
service would greatly be improv- 
ed when the whoto of the proposed 
additional cables were working 
and that the service would be even 
better then in pre-war times. Local 
business men will have read the 
nows with a desl of satisfaction, 
for there is little else that is more 
desirable than quick. telegraphic 
communication. And the general 
public, too, have a biz interest in 
the question, for it means quicker 
and better news service. The 
question of wireless has Icomed 
up lately, but it is open to ‘doubt 
whether it will ever totally 
supersede the cable method. And 
anything that tends to improve 
the latter service will always be 
learned of with interest,
